Description of the Preferred Embodiments

each of the elements is drawn by reference to a grid (50) and accordingly the first column in the 
drawing (1) is identified as Gl with another column identified as G2 [[Al]]. Subsequent 
columns are identifi e d as Bl, CI etc. 

Figure 7 is an enlarged section of the top right hand of the framing plan shown in Figure 6. 
From [[this]] the Figure 7 drawing various symbols such as slab marks (6) and section marks (8) 
can be seen. In addition a hole (7) i.e a box marked with an "X" can be seen. Various other 
holes are also illustrated in Figure 7 but these have not been marked.
